Mrs. Martha Reiéhman, 68 years old, 
left her bed in the Home for the Aged, 
2209 Hebert street, at midnight, and 
running into.the hall, turned on all the 
gas jets within reach. 

Then she groped ‘her way to the bell 
repe, which hung within easy reach, 
and with a few jerks set the bell to 
clanging. Its ringing at that hour, by 
the rules of the institution, could mean 
only a fire alarm, and in a moment the 
aged inmates of the home were awake 
and in a state of panic. 

Sisters Blandine and Ann of the Little 
Sisters of the Poor, ran into the hall 
and quieted .the aged people. Then, 
they turned off the 





jets one by one. 

When they had found that there was 
no fire, and had quieted the other in- 
mates, Mrs... Reichmann was missed. 
When she was found in a remote corner 
-of .the. building, she was lighting 
matches, while gas flowed from an open 
jet near her. An exprosion would have 
occurred in a few minutes. 

She was unable to give any account 
of her. actions. A close watch was 
kept over her, and as she did not im. 
prove, an ambulance was called, and 
she was sent to the City Hospital,

was first made to the police Saturday, 
she was placed in the hospital Friday 
afternoon, and is in the observation 
ward.

Attorneys for Independent: 
Companies Will Meet With | 
S. B. Jeffries Monday. 


Legal proceedings to prevent the ab- 
sorption of independent telephone com- 
panies by. the new billion-dollar Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph-Co. will be 


ent telephone representatives to be held 
Monday at the offices of Attorney Sam 
B. Jeffries in the Bank of Commerce 
Building. 

Mr. Jeffries is counse) for the United 


States Telephone Co., the Indianapolis, 
Toledo & Cleveland telephone companies 
and the National Independent Telephone 
Association. 

“Our first move will be to request the at- 
torney-generals of Ohio, Indiana, Mich- 
igan and Missouri to investigate the 
methods by which the Bell Telephone 
Co., now a part of the American ‘Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., has merged in- 
dependent concerns,” said Mr. Jeffries 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

‘““‘We have every reason to believe. that 
a majority of the stock of the four 
te.cphone companies I represent has 
been purchased secretly by the new tele- 
phone combine. 

Bralley Transaction Attacked. 
“The minority stockholders are con- 
vinced that James Brailey, president 
of these corporations, has negotiated 
the sale of large blocks of stock 
through representatives of the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Co. It 
Nas been shown by the sworn. testi- 
inony of Peter Doerr, Cashier of the 
Lafayette Bank, here, that 18% shares 
of the United States Telephone Co, 
were turned over to Brailey at $40 a 
Share. This transaction took. place.in 
Wall street, but Mr. Doerr testified he 
did not remember the exact:location of 
the office where it was consummated 
nor could he say for whom ‘Bralley 
Was buying the stock. 

As the result of a conference with At- 
torney Jeffries at Jefferson City. Fri 
day, Attorney-General Major has an- 
nounced his intention to investigate th: 
stock operations of the, Bell Telephone 
CO. in Missouri, 

The Attorney-General’s. statement is 
in part as follows: 

The Missouri Situation. 

“The alleged contemplatea merger of 
all the large telephone companies of. the 
country has been brought to my atten- 
tion and I am at this time making per- 
sonal, investigation of the matter * 
“Two, telephone companies in Missouri 
of the Bell system are the Missouri and 
Kansas Telephone Co., which. operates 
in the western and northern parts of 
the State and the Bell Telephone Co. of 
Missouri, operating in the eastern por- 
tion of the State: There is an apparent 
div‘sién of territory between these ¢om- 
panies, as they connect with eacn other 
for long-distance business and do not in- 
terfere with each other in their. respee- 
tive territories. These companies have 
no connection with any of the many lo- 
cal independent plants in the State ex- 
cept in such localities where they ar¢ 
without local plants. Both companies 
aré incorporated under the laws of 
Missouri and a majority of the stock of 
each company is owned by the Ameéri- 
can Telegraph and Telephone Co. |

\ There was much. excitement © on 
“Hexenbuechel” ‘in Belleville, Saturday, 
when Constable Ben Lautz and two 
strong assistants began to evict Mrs. 
Dora Boetterling from 306 North Illinois 
street under an éjectment writ obtained 
by her. brother, Hans Scnwarz, editor 
of the ‘“‘Tageblatt una arbelter Zei- 
tung’’ and member of the Belleville Li- 
brary Board. There was also a great 
teal of German sW ng. 

*“Hexenbeuchel” is a part of Belle- 
ville in which many Germans, reside. 
Mrs. Boetterling and her family fur- 
nished most of the excitement, with the 
neighbors helping.. The swearing was 
done by Hans Schwarz Sr. and Hans 
Schwarz Jr. Hans Jr. was included 
in the eviction. because he has been 
making his home with his aunt. He 
swore at Hans‘Sr. and Hans Sr. swore 
back, 2 

Hans Sr. owns the ~building in 
which his sister has been living and 
conducting a little candy store in the 
front room, which opens in the street, 
Schwarz sued here several months ago 
for nonpayment of rent. The case drag- 
ged along until a few days ago, when 
Schwarz obtained a writ of ejectment. 
Lautz took two men to the house Sat- 
urday morning and began carrying out 
the furniture. 

Watched From His Office. 

Mrs. Boeterling, weeping, begged him 
to desist, and the neighbors joined in 
her entreaties. Lautz told her he. could 
not stop unless her brother, who was 
watching the eviction from. his printing 
office across the street, spoke 4he word. 

Mrs.  Boetterling. went .across the 
street, and, with tears streaming down 
her cheeks, begged her brother to call 
the men off. 

Schwarz at first refused. For one 
thing, he had agreed to pay the two 
men with Lgutz 50 cents apiece for their 
work. He wanted to get his money’s 
worth. 

Finally he told his sister that if she 
would pay the two men 50 cents apiece 
and promise to get out of the house 
by Monday he would stop the eviction. 
She paid the men and promised to get 
out and Schwarz called the men off. 

In the meantime Hans Jr. had carried 
hig clothing out of his aunt's house, 
but some furniture he had there was In 
line to be evicted under his father’s 
writ. He felt that the situation called 
for profanity on his part and the way 
he swore at Hans Sr. was worth go- 
ing several blocks to avoid hearing. 
Hans Sr., member of the Library Board,

MARS TWINKLES 


WHILE THE MOON 
SWAN ECLIPSE 


Dog Star and. Saturn. Also; 


Bright in Heavens During 
Lunar Hiatus. 


When the moon entered total eclipse 
at 2:14 a. m. Saturday myriads of stars 
twinkled brilliantly In the four corners 
of the heavens, In the extreme east the 
great dog star tried*to outshine Mars 
and Saturn in the extreme west. 

These great were visible only 
when the moon was totally obscured. 
There was the usual Blackness of the 
moonless night. The moon shone out in. 
all of her splender until the shadow of 
the eafth began falling across her path 
at 12:12 a. m. From that hour until 2:14 
the moon was'passing into the shadow. 
It was 5 a. m, before the oon passed 
entirely out of the 

“It was a magnificent. sight,” said Fa- 
ther’ Martin S. Brennan, the  well- 
known astronomer. “The sky was beau- 


tiful—not a cloud was to be seen any-j , 


where. 


“IT had my great telescope trained on 


the moon from the time it entered the 
penumbra until the eclipse was over. 
I have never had a better view of an 
eclipse. Re 
First the great e>tinct -yoleano, 
Mount Sabricus, with a crater 56 miles 
in diameter, disappeared. Then ‘the 
shadow swallowed up the Sea of Cricis, 
with its 12,000 square miles of surface. 
Then the great range of mountains, in- 
cluding Mount Taurus and the Appen-' 
ines, began goi +, and then the Car- 
pathians and the Ocean of cae. 2g 
360,000 square miles in extent. — 
‘The last to be obscured was scout 


-Liebnitz, 41,900 feet high. This is the 


hignest peak on the moon, All of these 
things were plainly visible through my~ 
telescope, and the moving picture was 
impressive and beautiful. I saw noth- 
ing new, of course, but eclipses are 
always interesting to students of as- 
tronomy and the perfect night a thing 
of joy to see.”

Attack Transfer of Judges.

Thirty-five Years of Diplomacy. 
OHN W. FOSTER belongs to @ 
small group of Americans whe 
have had long experiences in in- 
ternational diplomacy. He entered the 
diplomatic survice of the United States 
in 1878 when he recived the appointment 
of Minister to Mexico from President 
Grant in payment for his servicé as 
chairman of the Indiana Republican 
State Committee. rrior to that time he 
had practiced law, was the editor of 
the Evansville Journal and was post- 
master of Evansville—an office which 
was considered as a perquisite of his 
newspaper through several administra- 
tions. 
Thet he was not the usual type of 
political. appointees to foreign mission 
is proven by his career. In 1880 he was 
transferred to Russia. In 1883 :he be- 
came Minister to Spain. In 1891 he was 
appointed a special agent of this Gov- 
ernment to negotiate reciprocity treaties 
with Spain and other countries and 
when Blaine resigned Mr. Foster be- 
came MHarrison’s Secretary of State. 
Subsequently he was agent for the 
United States in tie Behring Sea Arbi- 
tration at Paris; legal adviser of China 
in the peace negotiations concluding the 
war with Japan; member of the Anglo- 
United States in the Behring Sea arbi- 
American’ Joint High Commission on 
the disputes with Canada; member of 
the Alaskan Boundary Commission, and 
representative of China in the Hague 
Peace Conference of 1907. : 
In two volumes of ‘Diplomatic Mem<- 
oirs’’ this suave, courtly adept in state- 
craft tells of thirty-five years’ asocia- 
tion with the rulers of great nations. 
His narrative is gmooth and informing 
on the negotiations with which he was 
connected. As Mr. Foster does not 
belong to the intriguing school of diplo- 
mats there is ro spicy revelation in his 
memoirs.

WIN APPLAUSE 


They Are Reading Selves Out 
of Party, He Télls Kansas — 
City Club Members. 


HE DEFENDS _ TARIFF 


Declares Men Now’ Talking 
Loudly Wanted Home Prod- 
cts Protected.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 27.—Joseph 
G. Cannon, Speaker of the House, 
brought frequent cheers from the mem- 
bers of the Knife and Fork Club, whose 
guest he was last night, by his frequent 
jabs at the insurgents, who, he declared, 
made up the only cloud in the prosperous 
national horizon. The speech was read 
from manuscript and the Speaker de- 
clared that it Was the second time in 
his career that he had delivered such a 
speech. 

The first of his talk -was devoted to a 
defense of the tariff bill, showing how 
the Aldrich bill’s predecessors had fos- 
tered prosperity and ceclaring that he 
was ready to await the verdict of time 
on the newest protection document. 

His set speech. as referred to the 1n- 
surgents, was, in part: 

Insurgents Only Danger. 

“Now, gentlemen, there is only one 
thing that can halt this confident move 
forward to give the country another 
era of prosperity such as we had from 
1897 to 1907, and that is agitatéon for the 
mere purpose of agitation, without any 
well-conceived, healthy purpose in view. 

The Senators and Representatives who 
call themselves ‘insurgents,’ and who 
voted against the enactment of the 
Payne bill, voted to increase or maintain 
the duties on the industries and products 
of their own States and sections. They 
were protectionists for their own peo- 
ple, but they were opposed to protection 
for other people in other*sections. 


Senator La Folette did not vote to 


but he defended the Finance Commit- 
tee’s schedules on those products in 
speeches, saying they were not high 
enough, explaining, however, that he 
could not vote on the question because 
he said he had a personal pecuniary in- 
terest in the outcome. 

Senators La Follette and Bristow and 
the other insurgents voted to increase 
the duty on barley and barley malt for 
the reason that their constituents pro- 
duce barley. In other words, these gen- 
tlemen.who.call themselves ‘insurgents’ 
voted with the Republicans on schedules 
that protected the products of their con- 
stituents and with the Democrats on 
schedules that protected the products 
of other sections of the country. That 
was their right, but when they voted 
with the Democrats against the final 
enactment of the bill they voted to 
maintain the old sehedules of the Ding- 
ley law and were not supporting the 
pledge of the Republican platform or 
the pledges made by Presf@ent Taft.

Spotters for Public Service 
Commission Report . Thou- 
sands Cannot Get Seats. 


“Spotters” employed by..the Public 
Service Commission to check the sched- 
ules of the United Railways Co.’s cars, 
to ascertain how badly they are crowd- 
ed, have made reports .showing that 
morning and evening, on nearly every 


line, thousands of . passengers. cannot 
find seats. 

Some of the inspettor’s report indicate 
that many ears ars so badly congested 
that even comfortable and safe standing 
room is not available to passengers. In 
the. rush hours, even when cars are 
running at intervals of one or two min- 
utes, the congestion is apparent. 

The inspectors who got this informa- 
tion’ were posted at Jefferson avenue, 
to observe east and westbound cars, 
and at Chouteau-avenue and Cass: ave- 
nue, to check north and southbound 
cars. 

The information which the inspectors 
obtained has not Yet been put in such 
fcrm as to permit deductions as to the 
number of cars that ought to be oper- 
ated to accomodate traffic, but the en- 
ginéers of the Commission are now do- 
ing that. 

When completed, the inspectors’ re- 
rorts will be submitted to the special 
committee recently appointed by the 
Municipal Assembly to investigate the 
railway company’s service. - This com- 
mittee has not yet made any independ- 
ent inquiry and seems likely to put the 
principal burden on the Public Service 
Cemmission.

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SAFETY IN COAL MINES.

eral relation to the subject of safety in mining, 
although it will raise all the averages and de- 
stroy the evenness of the statistics of the last 20 
years. In the year ending June 30 last 183 men 
Were killed in the 922 big and little coal mines 
of Illinois. The estimated number of dead at 
Cherry is 393. The disproportion ts great enough 
to warrant classifying the latest calamity with- 
in the range of sheer accident and give it the 
same relation to the average of safety as a great 
railroad disaster has to the scattered accidents. 

But the cheerless note in the report as to the 
inability to control accidents seems misplaced. 
Acknowledgment of the hazardous nature of coal 
mining is a challenge to the greatest efforts to 
attain approximate safety. In Illinois 64,424 min- 
ers work underground ap average of 188 days a 
year, The labor cost of mining 47,815,139 tons of 
coal in 1908 was 59.38 cents a ton. The average 
wage was $2.91 a day, or approximately $45 a 
month. One miner in every 887 was killed. 
Every 250,000 tons of coal cost a man’s life. One 
in every 86 was injured. Caving walls and blast- 
ing were equally :responsible. It seems a low 
average when 1,828,454 kegs of powder, or 23.5 
kegs per man, were used in the year, but the 
same report tells us that the “shot firer’s law,” 
placing the blasting under the direction of one 
responsible man reduced casualties from this 
cause 40 per cent. 

Leaving the particular for the genera] it seems 

plain that concrete in the place of wood in the 
building of shafts and. drifts would contribute to 
safety. Supplemental ventilation would be im- 
provement, and safety galleries with fire doors 
are an essential. The abandonment of under- 
ground stables and the establishment of under- 
ground telephone lines have been suggested by 
Post-Dispatch readers. 
Mine owners, we must assume, are solicitous 
for the safety of their men. But profits they 
must have, too. Possibly the fundamental diffi- 
culty is found jn that statement from the report 
which says: 

What a ridiculous commentary it is upon modern 
business sense when we are compelled to admit that 
the larger the concern the less it has to pay for 
what it needs—that values are not based on worth 
or the labor required in their production, but on the 
size of the concerns with which we do business and 
the extent of the orders they may grant. A great 
railroad or other corporation lets a contract for 
100,000 tons of coal and it is filled at $1 or less per 
ton; the -private household consumer requiring 20, 30 
or 60 tons per annum is charged §2.50 or $3 per ton, 
delivered. ‘The local trade is taxed for the benefit 
of the big consumers, If the larger buyers continue 
to dodge their share of the costs, the little ones 
must make good the difference. 

The statement can be made safely and confidently 
that never before was coal sold to the great consum- 
ers at a price so near, if not in some instances be- 
low, the actual cost of production. 

This is a repetition of the old accusation that 


it'is to the interest of the railroads to keep the 
price at the mines down to the bottom and raise 
freight charges that they may stand as the 
source of profit. Isn’t the forced cheapness of 
operation and the shifting of profits to the rail- 
roads the prime cause of the trouble?

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| A CUMULATIVE FEMININE SOB. 

Dr. Parkhuret’s Thanksgiving -sermon was a 
very intelligent expression of good sense on suf- 
fragettism and the eternal feminine generally.

This describes practically all the distinctively 
suffragette doings and sayings, which proceed, 
not from the strength and virtue of woman, as 
judgment, patience, gentleness and good sense, 
but from a morbid, hysterical condition in which 
feminine weaknesses insanely assert themselves. 
The women who started the woman’s suffrage 
movement made no hysterical appeals and did 
nothing unwomanly or unseemly. They were 
good, strong, healthy characters and the vast ma- 
jority of their followers today deserve the same 
praise for honest, conscientious work. Their 
cause is sane and wholesome, and there is reason 
to think that it will triumph in the orderly de- 
velopment of reason and humanity. But suf- 
‘fragettism is purely pathological, a sort of colic, 
which annoys and disturbs the normal growth of 
the movement but has no lasting influence. For- 
tunately the suffragettes are few in number and 
we may expect them to come to their senses, 
after they have their good cry and their sobs 
subside.

night President Ban Johnson of 
the American League, who is in 
the city, said: 

“The American League will re- 
fuse to act in the National Com- 
mission if John M. -Ward is the Na- 
tional League's representative on 
that body. The reasons are best 
known to thes followers of the 
game, and especially to the Na- 
tional League. The American 
League does ynot Want Murphy, 
Ward or syndicate baseball mixed 
up with the national pastime, and 
if Mr.. Murphy insists on Ward and 
succeeds in electitig him, the Amer- 
ican League will refuse to act with 
the National Commission.

COOK, SAILING 
TELLS PLOT T0 
FAL RECORDS 


Will Work on=Book Which 
Will Not Be Published Un- 
til Claim Is Settled.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Dr. Frederick 
A Cook sailed for Europe today on the 
steamship Caronia. Although his name 
did not appear on the passenger list, a 
statement issued from the offices of his 
lawyers, shortly after the Caronia 
cleared, confirmed anticipatory rumors 


are now on the way to Denmark. 

Evidence of an attempt to steal his 
original records, he says, has cautioned 
him to employ reasonable safeguards 
in transmitting them. ‘ 

It is denied that Dr. Cook is in any 
danger of a collapse. He wishes, say 
his friends, to be within call of the 
Danish commission that will examine 
his records, although in the phraseolo- 
gy of his statement, it is admitted that 
his naturally robust health has suffered 
by the great charge of diet of ‘‘ice 
and pemmican’”’ to the food of civiliza- 
tion. 

Will Susvend Lectures,

mission, Dr. Cook will rest in Italy, in 
some spot secure from intrusion, where 
he can work at the narrative of his Arc- 
tic -journey.

&s soon as his records for Copenhagen 
University were completed. As far as I 
know, no records from him have been 
received bythe committee, and I do 
not think he has interviewed any of its 
members."’

Resolution by Revived Com- 
mittee Rejected, Character- 
ized as Insult. 


Assistance from the United Free 
Bridge Committee, which has been re- 
vived to advocate legislation for the free 
bridge, is not wanted by Mayor Kreis- 
mann and the City Council, 

After being informed by Mayor Krelis- 
rann that he did not believe in the ‘“‘in- 
fection of individuals into policies of 
the administration,” the ffee bridge 
committee has been rebuffed by the 
Gounci], which rejected a resclution ask- 
ing for the immediate passrage of an or- 
dinance defiming the land.on which the 
wagon and railroad approaches of the 
bridge are to be located. 

In fiiing this resolution without ap- 
pointing the committee of councilmen 
to whom it proposed the preparation of 
the ordinan¢ge should be intrusted, mem- 
bers of the Council characterized it as 
insulting to the Law Department and 
the Board of Public Improvements. 

“This resolution comes from, persons 
who are not informed as to what is be- 
ing done, and practically charges that 
the Law Department and the Board of 
Public Improvements are either incom- 
petent or derelict,” said Councilman 
Scineicgerhuhna. 

Councilman Drew, who introduced the 
resolution, supported it, but his and 
Councilman Lambert’s were the only 
votes it received. 

A bill was also presented by Council- 
tran Drew at the request of the Bridge 
Committee.
